To  Farmers^  Bankers  and  Business  Hen  in  the  South:  ' 

The  splendid  response  of  the  Southern  farmers  to  the  appeals  made  for 
increasing  food  production  during  the  ■.■ar  has  been  a  source  of  great  satis- 
faction to  the  leaders  of  the  food  canpaign  and  to  the  country  in  general. 
Much  encouragement  and  financial  aid  has  been  given  to  the  Government  and 
State  forces  in  the  -."ork  by  business  men,  bankers  and  railroad  men  through- 
out this  section. 

In  order  to  keep  up  the  interest  and  utilize  every  possible  opportunity 
to  assist  and  offer  helpful  suggestions  along  this  line,   I  am  '-riting  this 
letter  to  all  the  people  in  .the  Southern,  territory^  urging  the  importance  of 
planting  a  FALL  FOOD  ACjIiE  for  every  farm.     Vfitn  tne  longer  gro'.ving  season 
in  this  territory,  valuable  food  crops  rnn.y  be  planted  dUi'ing  July  and  August 
v;hich  vrill  mature  in  the  fa.ll  and  eai-ly  printer      At  leaot  one  acre  of  good 
land  can  be  found  on  every  t'ar'm  upon  "^.'hich  to  gro'"    the^e  crops.     If  the  soil 
is  properly  prepared  and  care  is  ezeroised  :.n  Lielecting  the  crops,  imch  val- 
uable feedst^iff  for  the  home  ard  for  the  li'.'e'^  GrcK  can  be  mvAe  at  comparative- 
ly little  expense.     The  object  of  the  F\jJ_J'VOll_A is  to  provide  food  for 
the  family  and  feed  for  the  li;estock  during  the  fall  and  early  "inter  ""With- 
out using  from  spring  planted  crops  or  using  from  ths  stock  preserved  during 
the  summer  for  ^7inter  use.     The  a^'erage  farm  family  shoald  }olant  fcr  a  full 
family  supply  but  not  for  market,     Onl}''  such  crcpn  should  be-  planted  as  may 
be  harvested  and  utilized  'without  extra  expense  for  cexnning^  preser^-ing,  etc. 

The  following  suggestions  for  the  territory  belov^"  the  southern  boundary 
of  Tennessee  are  offered.     These  may  be  modified  to  suit  local  conditions  or

Southern  so  3d  houses  are  boin^  asked  to  put  up  packages  of  selGct(=id  s-oed 
for  the  FALL  700 D  A-JRE.     Those  packages  xrin  be  small  in  bulk  and  can  bo  Sold' 
at  moderate  prices.     Bankers  and  business  men  can  perform  a  service  of  real 
value  to  tnoir  communities  and  to  their  country  by  ordering  FALL  FOOD  ACRE 
seed  packages  in  quantities  and  distributing  them  to  the  farmers  in  their 
communities  at  cost.     Where  arrangements  can  not  be  made  to  secure  those 
packages  already  put  up,  the  farmers  thorns elves  can  order  the  seed  from  the 
plan  suggested  above,  ^ 

I  hope  that  c^.-ery  County  Agent  and  every  business  man  throughout  the 
Southern  country  ^'ill  get  interested  in  this  plan  at  once  and  doraonstrate  to 
the  people  hovr  much  can  be  done  to  roliove  the  food  situation  on  the  farm  on 
ono  acre  of  T:round.
